WASHINGTON, July 27 (Reuter)—“President Roose- 
velt has created a new command designated for the Uni- 
ted Stdtes forces in the Far East,” the War Department 
Stated on Saturday when announcing that all American 
forces in the Philippines will be grouped under the com- 


mand of GENERAL DOUGLAS MACARTEUR,

Chief of Staff of the United States Army. 


The announcement k 
made shortly after President 
Roosevelt’s order incorponat- 
ing the Filipino forces in the 
armed services of the United 
States. 

General MacArthur directed the 
training of the Filipinos tn pre- 
Paration for their independence. 

He had retired as Field-Marshal 
but is now recalled with the tem- 
porary rank of Licutenant-General. 

He will command an army uf 
72,000 American trovps in addition 
to the Filtpino forces under Major- 
General Grunert. 

150,000 FILIPINOS 

NEW YORK, July 27 (Reuter)- 
About 150,000 trained and partly 
trained Filipinos are affected by 
President Roosevelt's order incor-

(3) Any such order may apply

provide. 

(4) Tr tme provisions of any
